When 
the-men had assembled to quite a 
number, about two o’clock in the after- 
noon, they were escorted to the pens 
where Mack Lyle has some of his high 
class Tamworths as well as some oi 
his stock of mixed breeding, when Mr. 
Freeborn gave quite an extended talk 
comparing the merits of the true ba 
ean type and the thick smooth hogs, 
and making a comparison through 
the use of two representative of th 
types. One of the hoge used as th. 
representative of the bacon type hau 
been brought from Gleichen that 
morning, having gbtained it at the 
fed lot of Chris Bartsch. The hog 
was of the mixed breeding, and was 
ene which Mr. Lyle had sold Mr 
Bartsch as a weanling last spr.ny, 
and which had been fed in the manner 
usually followed for obtaining a mark- 
etable hog of the lard type, but as M:. 
Freeborn and Mr. Lyle emphasizec 
developed into a select bacon hog, 
even under the adverse feeding condi- 
tions. Mack Lyle holds that if the 
hogs are of the better class bacon type 
the; will ind a large per centage of th 
eases develope into the Al bacon type 
even wnder adverse feeding conditions 
After the address of Mr. Freebor:, 
Mr. Hanson gave an elaborate addres: 
on world wide markets of bacon, and 
ahowed by attual demonstration th 
characteristics ‘of a true Wiltshire 
wide. Mr. Hanson saya that the 
United States farmers can produce 
the lard hog at a lesser cost per pound 
gain upon corn than can the Western 
Ca: adian farmer upon our small 
gtans, but that in the case of the 
bacon hog, we have every advantage 
and that the ficld ia open where the 
supply is far under the demand if we 
will just, through careful breeding, 
attain the bacon standard as demanded 
by the bacon trade. After the two 
addrcases and demonstrations, the ‘men 
gathered around the scaffolds and 
witnessed the butchering of the hogs 
geen upon the hoof and observed in 
the first lecture. All were shown 
the chief characteristics which had 
been pointed out concerning the in- 
Gividuals when yet alive. Perhaps, 
somo of the farmers learned some- 
thing of the proper way to clean the 
+hogs, too, 

Tie work of the two men are just 
an cxample of the many ways the 
Dom ‘nion Government ig assisting the 
weatern farmers to ‘develop our 
prairies to the height of which they 
are capable of raising in an agricul- 
ural way.

There are many store keepers throughout the Do- 
minion who are now taking a deep interest in the grading 
and marking of their eggs. This is now necessary on 
account of the regulations “respecting the grading and 
marking of eggs” but in a great many instances the inter- 
est extends beyond the mere conforming to the law. Some 
dealers are indifferent, but this is largely an indifference 
born of ignorance—an ignorance of the fact that eggs 
deteriorate rapidly and must of necesity be checked from 
day to day as to their freshness, Of these indifferent 
storekeepers investigation shows that probably 90 per 
cent buy their eggs direct from the country ehinpere and

An inspector noticing eggs in a basket on the counter 
of a retail store in one of our large cities went in and 
candled some of the eggs and in one three dozen lot he 
found 2 dozen and a half were seconds and a half dozen 
bad. -In another store the eggs found in a case were 
examined and these showed five dozen and three extras, 
six dozen and one firsts, eight dozen seconds, six eggs 
cracked, two eggs bad. The eggs examined in eac 
instance were very variable in quality and would not 
give satisfaction to consumers. ne of the first objects 
of the regulations “respecting the grading and marking 
of eggs” as effecting eggs moving in domestic consump- 
tion is that eggs be sold for what they are, instead of all 
grades being mixed that they be sold separately so that a 
consumer wishing to buy a dozen extras may feel per- 
fectly safe and not find cracked, bad or other grades in 
the dozen. When buying eggs consumers should, there- 
fore, ask for them by theiy grade name, and the grades of 
fresh are: specials; extras; and firsts and seconds,
